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FOREWORD 


T is exactly fifteen years ago, day for day, since the present writer was set- 

ting down his belief, in the foreword to the catalogue of the Howard 
Reifsnyder collection, that its dispersal would coincide with the beginning of 
a new epoch in the history of the appreciation of American craft-products. 
But it is more than sixty years since the late Mrs. Haskell began the formation 
of what was ultimately to become the most extensive collection of Americana 
ever brought together in our time by one person; for the eyes of a small child of 
twelve were already irrevocably fixed on the romantic implications of her 
family heritage. 

Margaret Riker Haskell (the late Mrs. J. Amory Haskell) was the daugh- 
tet of John L. Riker and the granddaughter of John Clews Jackson, and was 
born at Newtown, L. I., in the home of her great-grandfather, Capt. Andrew 
Riker, on March 17, 1864. Capt. Riker had fought in the War of 1812, and 
the Rikers had lived on the same land since the seventeenth century—an estate 
of which Riker’s Island was once a part—with the Jacksons as near neighbors. 
When Mrs. Haskell settled down in later life at Middletown, N. J., the old 
Riker house, known as “Oak Hill,” was taken down and rebuilt in this loca- 
tion, and continued to serve, in piam memoriam, as the home of a part of the 
growing collection. 

Mrs. Haskell possessed an acute sense of historical perspective and, one 
imagines, a very clear understanding of its cultural value. It is no longer 
fashionable today to think historically, except in economic terms; but few 
except those who have tried deliberately to put it from them have any idea 
of the real power over them of the alphabet of their native traditions. Toa 
woman of sensibility, the chairs and tables, the doorways and dishes, even, that 
were stamped with the shape of the national idea, had an immediate meaning 
over and above their mere utility. This must not be regarded as fetichism, or 
anything like it; even the Romans, those hard-headed dispensers of law and 
improved sanitation, collected the relics of their cultural ancestors the Greeks, 
and recognized the pattern of their national origins in so doing. It takes no 
great gift of prophecy to assert that Americans who today have scarcely begun 
to feel the cultural impact of their nationhood, will in the next fifty years reach 


more and more eagerly for the material documents which describe its growth, 
and which fill the pages of the present catalogue, the first of the series written 
for public sale. 

Mts. Haskell’s collection is so extensive that it is impossible to do more 
than indicate the scope of her lifelong idea. Her furniture, largely of Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey origin, gathered in a restless and eager search that 
radiated in all directions from Red Bank and Freehold, covers almost exactly 
the decisive hundred years in design from 1730 to 1830. It includes the largest 
and most complete collection ever assembled of the seat furniture of the Phila- 
delphia cabinetmakers—Queen Anne, pre-Chippendale (which I have termed 
for distinctiveness ‘Georgian’) and Chippendale chairs; some of the best pie- 
crust and card tables of the same period; representative shell-covered highboys 
and lowboys, claw-and-ball-foot desks and bureaus; and the less glamorized 
Sheraton furniture of Henry Connolly and his. contemporaries, notably the im- 
portant inlaid sideboards executed in Philadelphia and New Brunswick, N. ute 
which are among the glories of the period, and the graceful chairs and card 
tables of 1785-1800. From New York of the Federal period came an excep- 
tional group of furniture by the celebrated Duncan Phyfe of Partition Street, 
or as we now call it, Fulton Street: three sofas, three or four card tables, a 
number of saltire and lyre-back chairs and certain accessory furniture, such as 
work tables and bedside tables, by Phyfe’s New York followers. 

Next we have an exemplary collection of country furniture—Pennsylvania 
and New England Windsors of all types, slat-back and banister-back chairs 
and the like; maple, pine and cherry case furniture, mirrors and clocks. Nearly 
one hundred examples of child’s furniture of a similar kind may be bracketed 
with a delightful collection of over fifty of the scarce miniature pieces—cabi- 
netmakers’ models—of cognate types. With these go the accessories of the 
farmhouse, and a large repertory of its china and glass, lamps, mantel orna- 
ments, Currier & Ives prints, silhouettes, samplers, and such. 

Mrs. Haskell’s early American silver is astonishing in its completeness 
within the chosen period. It comprises not merely one of the largest collections 
of American spoons extant, but an enormous range of mufhineers, porringers, 
teapots, creamers of all types, sugar urns, tankards, mugs, bowls and the like 
bearing the names of such silversmiths as Peter Van Dyck of New York, 
Samuel Vernon of Newport, John Ross and William Ball of Baltimore, 
Marcus Merriman of Philadelphia, the patriot Paul Revere, and many others; 


and tea services of the Early Federal period, including the work of William G. 
Forbes, Joel Sayre and Garret Forbes of New York, Edward Lownes of Phila- 
delphia, and their contemporaries of 1810-30. The minor American crafts 
represented include the work of the eighteenth and early nineteenth century 
pewterers, and a group of early American miniatures, chiefly chosen for their 
family associations. A score of paintings comprise canvases from the brush 
of Gerret Duycinck, Peter Pelham, James Sharples, St. Memin, Ezra Ames, 
Thomas Sully and other representative painters of the Northern states. 

The English tradition upon which American craft design had been 
founded reappeared at first hand at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
in a steady flow of ceramics and other decorative material designed to capture 
the interest or nationalistic sentiments of the new republicans. In this category 
may be included the collections of Staffordshire lustre ware and Sunderland 
pitchers, ‘Anglo-American’ Liverpool ware, transfer-printed with patriotic 
allegories and slogans (even to the disparagement of John Bull) and the hand- 
some blue Staffordshire ware printed with the arms of the States, views of 
American towns and historical scenes, and the pleasantries of Dr. Syntax and 
the Wilkie genre. Side by side with the importation of English ceramics came 
that of the so-called ‘Oriental Lowestoft’ ware which, decorated to American 
order, was brought from China in the trade clippers at the end of the eighteenth 
and the beginning of the nineteenth century. 

The late owner was generous in her willingness to loan articles from her 
collections, and virtually every important exhibition of American antiques 
contained examples which will be found in this and its successive catalogues: 
notably the exhibitioris of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, the 
Brooklyn Museum, the Monmouth County Historical Association at Free- 
hold, N. J., the Dey Mansion at Preakness Valley Park, N. J., and the Girl - 
Scouts Loan Exhibition. In all such matters Mrs. Haskell appeared not merely 
as a collector, but as a woman of taste and learning, ready to share with her 
fellows the fulfillment of her youthful romance with the Riker legend.

4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute 
between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the successful bidder, and 
his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is merely 
a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the auctioneer, in his 
discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Galleries im- 
mediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole purchase price, or such part 
thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser thereof.
